The aboriginal population of New 


Guinea is Dc-lie\ed to exceed l.Cuo.uOO. 
They are pure Papuans, and may be 
described as a barbaru race. 
Many of 


them are btill cannibals; most of them 
are warlike: and all of them are hon- 
est, which latter fact is yiilficient proof 
that they have not yet be<onife cuilized 
In the ordinary acceptation of 
the- 


term. In appearamo they are decided- 
ly picturesque, being well-formed and 
graceful, and possessed of bv no means 
Ill-looking faces. 
Their color ranges 


from light to dark brown. some being 
as Jair as tne samoans. and others 
again almost as dark as negioes. Then- 
heads and features vary s>o mm h in 
site and shape that they cannot 
be 


clasted under any one type. Their h.iir, 
which is waiy and lumriant. they 
wear mostly combed back over their 
shoulders, and" often held off their 
foreheads by bands of fibers or beads. 
In their hair, of which they are very 
proud, they wear faii"y combs, m- 
Keniftnslj constmcte.l of bamboo, fish 
bones, and artistically decorated with 
feathers and beads. 
Some 
of 
the 


coastal men dye their hair a soit of 
light red color. 
This is done by the 


application of lime, but whether with 
the fixed intention to dye it or with 
the object of killing parasite?, I am 
unable to say 
In agriculture, house

minor arts of life, they have attained a 
fair degree of proficiency.

and if supposed to afford them an im- 
munity from wounds or death by bat- 
tle. Tbfir love churns arc of various 
designs, and are generally believed to 
make the wearer in instible in the 
ryes of the fair sex. One man. a mem- 
ber of the Tabtiri tribe, showed 
the 


writer a chaim In which he said he- 
had 
married "three 
fellow 
Mary" 


(three wives), and, judging from the 
readiness with which he parted with 
it for a tomahawk, it \\ouUi appear 
that with him, at least, marriage was 
a failure. 
Many of the natives bury 


their dead beside their houses, 
but 


other* place the bodies on raised plat- 
forms some way from the village, and 
when the flesh disappears from the 
bones take the skulls and keep them 
in a hut built for the purpose. 
Al- 


though in their blood feuds, "to obtain 
payment" in blood for a slain relative 
or "tribesman, they never in their wild 
Btnto hesitate to kill women and chil- 
dren, they are in natural disposition 
neither bloodthirsty nor cruel. They 
are all cheerful and 
communicative, 


very affectionate in their domestic re- 
lations, and have a keen s«nae and en- 
joyment of humor and fun. They laugh 
oftener than they frown, and, having 
nothing to want for, live a happy-go- 
lucky Mr. Micawber existence, never 
working till they are hungry, and then 
leaving the morrow to take care of it- 
self. They are a flowery, poetic peo- 
ple, 
and sing their peculiar pastoral 


Hongs as they pursue their every-day 
avocations. Thus, ae they paddle their

He said that 
he had at one time made a special 
study of the matter and had collected 
considerable material 
from original 


sources. In Michigan, which was the 
first state to abolish 
capital punish- 


ment, there were thirtj-seven murders 
in the thuteen years preceding 
the 


passage of the law abolishing the death 
penalty, and thirty-one ia tne thirteen 
years following its abolition, a small 
decrease on the face ot" it, but as the 
population had in the second interval 
increased about 00 per ^nt the actual 
decrease in murder was more than 40 
per cent. 
Khudc- Island abolished the 


death penalty in 1352, and from i860 
to 1S70 the records snowed that there 
had been a decrease in the crime of 
murder o£ about 40 per cent. In Wis- 
ccnsin, where the penalty was 
abol- 


ished in 1S53, the decrease had been 
about 3 per cent from 1S71 to 18S9, 
and in Maine, where it had been abol- 
ished and reinstated and again abol- 
ished, the uecicase had been aboftit the 
same. In Iowa it had been abolished 
and reinstated, hue in the four years 
from 3S7J to 1S76, while the penalty- 
was not in force, there was one mur- 
der for every 1,200,000 of the 
inhab- 


itants, as against one murder for every 
800,000 in the four preceding years.

and its effects, that I am prompted tr 
send you the result of my observations. 
I was in charge of the Massachusetts 
state reform school for several years, 
•when every inmate (there were between 
three and four hundred) was born before 
thp civil wnr — during the time of 
the 


great anti-slavery agitation, which did 
so much to educate the moral sense of 
the people. 
T was again in churge of 


the same Institution when every inmate 
•was born during or soon after the war: 
•when the mothers were rending, talking 
and .li earning of battles, and of hus- 
bands, fathers or brothers who had gone 
to the war. 
I found as great a differ- 


ence in the character of those Inmates 
born before and after the civil war as 
oxists between a civilized and a savage 
nation. 
Those^undor my care the sec- 


ond time were much more difficult to 
control, more <jUdrieU>oiu? and defiant. 
less willing to work and study. The 
cniat-s for which lliey »«-c «*r.t were as 
different as (heir characters. It was not 
uncommon for them 13 be sentenced for 
breaking aad eutenug with deadly wea- 
pons. 


"This difl>ren«- was not confined to 


Inmates of reform schools, but it was 
manifest thruughout all classes. After 
the war cnm-» iiu-reaswl rapidly.

But the thought that chil- 
dren are to come into the world as a 
result of it predisposed to crime, iteir 
natures brutalized and hardened — this is 
an aspect of the case which must strike 
terror to the heart of every loving pa- 
rent whose chiefest aesire should 
be 


that his child be 'truly great because 
truly good." Fathers and mothers may 
well ponder this remarkable statement. 


A Youthful Ship Captain. 


When the big clipper ship Shenandoah 


sails from this port she will be in com- 
mand of probably the youngest skipper 
in the world, says the 
S-iii Francisco 


Chronicle. The Shenandoah is the big- 
gt st of American clipper ships and prob- 
ably the largest wooden satting vesse^ 
afloat. Her new captain, J. W. Murphy, 
is nineteen years old. 


Capt. Murphy is a son of Capt. J. F. 


Murphy, who also once commanded the 
Shenandoah. Young Murphy has been 
on the Shenandoah for three years as 
STond and first mate and now. through 
the death of his uncle, another Capt. 
Murphy, he is promoted to the com- 
mand of the ship. 


The new commander of the Shenan- 


doah was born at Bath. Me., in 18SO. The 
first eight years of bis life were spent 
•with his father and mother at sea and 
when the youngster, at eight years of 
age. was sent to school ashore he had 
already acquired the goodly foundation 
of a first-class nautical education. 


School days lasted nearly eight years, 


but all the time he was ashore young 
Murphy never lost tou^h with the ocean, 
upon which he had been cradled and 
raised, and when at the age of sixteen 
he joined his father on the Shenacdoah 
he was found to be a first-class naviga- 
tor and a seaman by intuition. 


The importance of the command to 


which Capt. Murphy has been promot- 
ed will be realized -when it is remem- 
bered that the Shenandoah is a vessel 
of 3,134 tons register and carries about 
5.000 tons cargo. The value of the last 
cargo she took out of this port was over 
$160,000. 


lu addition to the responsibility which 


the care of so much valuable property 
in\olves young Murphy will have un- 
der him quite a company of nen. In 
addition to first, second and third offi- 
cers, carpenters, cook and steward, the 
ship carries twenty-four seamen 
and 


four apprentices. 


Capt Murphy is a tall, well built, 


handsome young man, and, while very 
modest, possesses marked 
executive 


ability.
